THE DEMOCRACY OF AMUSEMENT 


The relation of the legitimate pro- 
ducer, the owner of the vaudevil thea- 
ter, as well as the promoter of vaude- 
vil acts, the burlesque dignitary and 
the motion picture manufacturer is 
becoming increasingly intimate, and 
before the year 1913 vanishes—from 
all indications of the amusement com- 
pass, one can expect to find these for- 
merly widely divergent fields held to- 
gether with even closer bonds. 

Some three years ago, vaudevil first 
showed its ability at luring legiti- 
mate stars from the two-dollar 
houses into the two-a-day. Expres- 
sions only of contempt on the part of 
legitimate producers who saw their 
stars desert their ranks one after an- 
other, were the order of the day, but 
the evolution had really come and the 
procession from drama to sketch, and 
from musical comedy to _ tabloid, 
marched on triumfantly. 

Later on, the condition arose where- 
by legitimate producers began scout- 


ing around vaudevil houses for ma- 
terial for their casts, and well re- 
warded were their efforts, as count- 


less names that could be mentioned 
would attest. 

Then vaudevil and burlesque began 
to intermingle. During an off season 
of some of the most successful prin- 
cipals of the burlesque companies, 
these artists could be found on the 
vaudevil stage, and time has borne 
witness to the introduction of many 
a burlesque professional into variety. 

Hoary-headed Father “Chronos,” 
with his long scythe, and ever on- 
ward tread, next began to accomplish 
more advanced machinations. He de- 
creed that the motion picture and 
the legitimate producer must enter 
the same fraternity, and gradually has 
he accomplished his aim, until today 
not only the better class of vaudevil 
artists, but also the legitimate ele- 
ment of the exponents of the histri- 
onic art, have posed, or are posing, be- 
fore the cinematografic camera. 

This evolution was not accom- 
Plisht without aspersion and ridicule 
on the part of those associated with 
the legitimate theater, who spurned 
the advances of the motion picture, 
but the huge barriers have been lev- 


eled, and we today can refer to the 
Immortal Sarah FPernhardt, the in- 
imitable Rlanche Walsh, and many, 
many others of the same rank, who 


have recognized the wisdom of posing 
before the camera, thereby perpetu-

ating their names and their art for- 
evermore. 

This close association of the legiti- 
mate, the vaudevil stage and the mo- 
tion picture, is accomplishing results 
both commercial and social, such as 
never before have been credited to 
amusements. The poorer classes of 
plays are finding it increasingly harder 
to thrive. The superior, on the con- 
trary, turn money into their owners’ 
coffers. This means, then, that the 
patron is receiving the best value for 
his investment—a most salubrious sit- 
uation. 

This correlation of the legitimate 
stage to that of the motion picture, is 
also responsible for the present wave 
of democracy which has characterized 
our country for the lest decade. All 
elemants of our nation through all 
gradations from the most lowly poor 
to the most opulently rich, have within 
their means the opportunity of learn- 
ing the stage—of drinking in its great 
lessons—of imbibing its virtues and 
benefiting by its teachings. Its nom- 
inal cost has made it the property of 
all. 

The American nation has demon- 
strated a thirst for this knowledge, 
even to the destruction of evils that 
but a few years ago horrorized the 
country—saloons, and other dens of 
iniquity, as statistics can prove, are 
undergoing a gradual decimation. 
Other vicious perils confronting the 
populace have found a check therein 
as well. 

America stands ready, therefore, to 
welcome even a closer intimacy be- 
tween these two great factors of mod- 
ern amusement, the silent and the 
spoken drama. 


THE AMATEUR’S FRIEND. 

Each morning’s music mail contains 
several letters from amateur song 
writers, enclosing lyrics and manu- 
scripts for criticism. The vast army 
of amateurs recognize in The Pillboard 
a tolerant, sympathetic friend. willing 
and eager to examine their efforts, in

New York, March 4.—(Special to The Bill- 
board.)—John Philip Sousa’s musical comedy, 
The American Maid, bringing Loulse Gunning 
and a capable company to the Broadway Thea- 
ter, opened last night. The settings were some- 
what novel, a faithful portrayal of a wealthy 
business man’s glass works forming the back- 
ground of the second act. 

The plot, (what there is of it), deals with the 
complications that result when pseudo love- 
making, for coaching purposes only, is inter- 
preted as the real thing, by inquisitive mem- 
bers of the cast. The first two acts seemed to 
exhaust the mental powers of the book-writer, 
so, in the manner establisht by all famous 
librettist, he found an excuse for carrying his 
principais, (and chorus), to an island, which 
happened to be Camp Jackson, near Santiago, 
Cuba, in this instance. A series of moving 
pictures, showing the victory by Americans at 
Santiago is wrung in at this point. 

Sousa’s music was sufficiently varied in type

—The Vainted Woman thundered its melodra- 
matic way thru four more than lively acts at 
William A. Brady’s Playhouse Wednesday night 
and left a mixt impression of wonderful emo- 
tional acting on the part of Florence Reed, a 
picture of puritans and pirates striding alter- 
nately upon the scene of constant excitement 
and a play that aroused laughter when tears 
were sought. 

Florence Reed appeared as the slave mistress 
of an unusually ferocious and brutal pirate 
leader called the Firebrand, (capably acted by 
Robert Warwick). Two years previously he 
had captured ber, while plundering a Spanish 
ship, and, after murdering her father, had 
placed her in captivity. When the play opens a 
rejected favorite of the pirate chief, in the 
presence of the hapless slave mistress, informs 
the pirate of suspicious circumstances attendant 
upon his mistress’ meeting with a stranger. Com- 
plications begin to complicate when the stranger, 
a pnritan, is wonnded and sheltered in the 
pirate’s home, while the chief is roaming the 
seas in search of Spanish treasures. The slave 
mistress plans an elopement with the puritan 
when her master returns suddenly and ts killed 
by a hunchback servant who has sworn to pro- 
tect his mistress. This drast‘'e action consumes 
two acts of the play. The third and fourth 
show the manner In which Ramona (the slave), 
falls into the hands of Portugee, a brutal mem- 
ber of the pirate band, only to be rescued by the 
puritan (whose life she had already saved), 
after a dreadful hand to hand encounter, tn 
which tables are overthrown, chairs destroyed, 
and the brutal Portugee (splendidly acted by 
Malcolm Williams). is killed. 

The acting. even to the ‘‘bits’’ portraying the 
theories of puritans, by Harry English and Frank 
Peters. and the more !mportant work of Geof- 
frey Stein. as the hunchback, was superb, and 
the heantiful setting formed a peculiarly con- 
trasting background to the striding, ferocious, 
unprincipled p'rates. 

Sut the critics, tho they praised Florence 
Reed's interpretation of her exacting role, se- 
verely criticized the technical construction of 
the plav and reacht a unanimous verdict reading: 
“Absurdly melodramatic and replete with far- 
fetcht sensationalism.”’

SNOOKEY 00-KUMS—Irving Berlin's latest 
effort, and, if it’s as great as it’s being talkt 
about, his greatest. For they're beginning to 
talk about it as a great hit in music row, and, 
while speaking of a song as a hit doesn’t always 
make it one, great songs must be talkt about 
before they are ‘‘made.’’ The story tells about 
a married couple who constantly resort to baby 
talk, keeping the neighborhood awake all night 
long (and nervous all day long), by continually 
calling each other “‘Snooky oo-kums’’ (a pet 
Dame, evidently derived from the Sanscrit 
“Snookey,’’ meaning ‘‘honey,’’ and the American 
Indian ‘‘Oo-kums,’’ meaning ‘‘dear’’). The 
ecborus melody is very pretty, and Berlin takes 
advantage of the fact that the music market 
already holds two songs, entitled, All Night 
Long and All Day Thru, by cleverly combining 
the spirit of both in his ehorus lyric. The song 
has that light, easy touch thruout, which bas 
been responsible for sc much of Berlin’s success. 
Of course, placing the adverb ‘‘happily’’ at the 
end of the first line is an unpardonabie breach, 
but, Berlin has a habit of getting by with un- 
pardonable breaches, so, perhaps, this is one of 
the good points of the most certainly good song. 
(Waterson, Berlin & Snyder). 


THE SPIDER AND THE FLY—One of the 
selections embraced in Playtime, a booklet con 
taining nursery rhymes, set to music, by Hadyn 
Wood. Mary Howitt’s story of the manner im 
which the hungry spider induced the cautious 
fly to enter into his web, is set forth via ex- 
ceptionally simply and very beautiful quartet 
music. This song could be used to advantage 
by any of the many juvenile acts touring 
vaudevil, and would be more than usually effec- 
tiv because the numbers included in Playtime 
are not being offered to the popular market and

out-of-the-ordinary girls. ‘The title of the book, 
which is cred:ted to Shep Camp, is In Mexico, 
is in two acts, both of which are illus- 
trated by well-built and artistically painted 
scenery, but which is spoiled by the lack of 
originality in its situations and a decided lack 
of bumor in certain spots during the second act, 
There are plenty of comedians, all of whom are 
thoroly capable, and ali of whom work hard to 
keep up the speed, and with other materia! 
these same principals would possibly work won- 
ders, but with the material at present at their 
disposal, it is an up-hill task. The women 
principals, headed by Blanche Davenport, are 
all up to the standard, but fail to create any 
startling sensation. It may be for the lack of 
opportunity that these fair ladies fail to shine 
more brilliantly, and taking them individually, 
they are ail worthy of praise as far as appea: 
ance is concerned, while the numbers are all 


well taken care of by these identical ladies. 
Miss Davenport does good work al! thru and 
looks stunning in ber various changes, while 


Ida Bayton, in spite of her lack of true singing 
ability, is a really useful little woman, reading 
her lines clearly and with effect, and making a 
great appearance all thru the show. Primrose 
Seamon is another capable worker, while a word 
of praise is due to Zena, Bessie and Henrietta 
Morin, who lead several numbers and put over 
a couple of dancing specialities that were abso- 
lute bits. 


It would not be fair to overlook the good work 


of Jobn Bohiman and Marty Semon, both of 
whom distinguisht themselves in their different 
parts Nellie Lockwood, a chorister, who leads 


Teasing Moon, risht after the long and tuneless 
pening of the first act, is another worthy work- 
er, and cred't is due her for the clean manner in 
which she put over her number. 

The comedians, who are Mark Wooley, Harry 
Woods, Frank Taylor, Tom Carter and Marty 
Ward, are all good, and are deserving of prais 
altho the worn-out situations at their disposal 
imakes it impossible for them to get as mucb 
as is due them out of their work. Mark Wooley 
is a performer of long and tried experience, as 
s Harry Woods, formerly of Woods and Green, 
in vaudevil, and with various shows on the bur- 
lesque circult. Tom Carter and Frank Taylor, 
of Farrell-Taylor fame, are also there every 
minute, as is Marty Ward, whose funny pro- 
nounciation is a big asset to the show, and 
whose work appears to grow better with each 
succeeding season. All thru the first part there 
is hardly a dull] moment, and whatever the show 
tacks in speed, is well counterbalanced by the 
frequency of the numbers and the relief afforded 
to the eye by the many changes of clean and 
attractiv wardrobe. 

There is an olio preceding the second act, 
which is opened by Marty Ward and Jobn Boh!l- 
man, and which went well on Monday, their 
songs, including Devil's Ball and When the 
Midni:ht Choo, Choo Leaves, etc., going over 
in great shape. The Fa 1-Taylor Trio followed 
with their old act, which, altho a great laugh- 
getter, is beginning to grow old in Columbia 
buriesque.

U. B. 0. BUSINESS FLOURISING, 


New York, March 9 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Despite the rumors, maliciously circulated by 
certain so-called ‘‘vaudevil weeklies’’ carrying 
an ‘‘axe to grind’’ which no intelligent statement 
of facts can sharpen, flaunting forth the ‘‘re- 
port’’ that the ‘‘business of B. F. Keith’s New 
York houses is very poor,’’ examination of the 
business records of the houses enlisted under the 
Keith banner convey the fact that these reports 
are about as reliable as (how shall we say it?), 
as the alluring ‘estimated cost of bill’? head- 
ings of certain vaudevil reviews—whicb are un- 
reliability personified. For business at the Col- 
onial, Alhambra, Bronx, Orpheum, Bushwick, 
Crescent, Gotham and Greenpoint theaters shows 
a net increase of 40 per cent over last season's 
business, when these houses were under Percy 
Williams’ control. 

Dwelling upon ‘‘the fact’? that ‘‘business’’ is 
poor’’ in the houses featuring promineut perform- 
ers and, by virtue of such false announcements, 
endangering the very bread-and-butter of the 
performers, in whose interest the publication 1s 


supposed to be centered. is certainly a novel 
method of looking out for the welfare of the 
performers. For repeated false statements that 


business is bad, even when made by an insignifi- 
cant publication of doubtful circulation, at. best, 
could only lead to a general rumor to this effect, 
e'reulated with the malicious intent of keeping 
people from attending the theaters. Pretending 
to serve the performer while carrying on this 
kind of underhand slander is very like telling 
people to discontinue buy'ng bread while ap- 
pealing for the bettering of the bakers’ condi- 
tion. However, the artists are the best judges 
of business done at the Keith houses and their 
eagerness to work for the organization more than 
off-sets the ill-planned, malicious back-biting. 
By inverse ratio, it seems that the Keith in- 


terests are acquiring additional strength, power 
and influence with the circulation of each new, 
unfounded, malicious attack. The building of 


the new Prospect Theater, in Brooklyn, witth a 
seating capacity of over 3,000, and the erection 
of many other new vaudevil theaters which will 
give additional opportunity for employment of 


performers under the U. B. O. guidance bear 
ample testimony to this surpr'sing growth. Der- 
haps it is really a good thing that the work 


of the Keith interests is depreciated by the back- 
biters, as it only serves to accentuate the value 
of results attained in the way of better condl- 
tions for the performer and correspondingly bet- 
ter shows for the public.

LEW HUFFMAN—Comedy juggler; opening 
nine-act show; time, minutes, in one; special 
drop portraying front and open display win- 
dow of hat store; appearance, good; make-up,

Huffman is a youngster who has mastered the 


art of hat juggling, but makes a grave mis- 
take by opening with his mediocre ball manipa- 
lations. This particular line of his work is 
slow and might be Introdnced with better 
effect toward the middie of his act, How 
ever, his rapid and clever manipulations of 
high hats is original and goes over very big. 
The juggling is faster than any the reviewer 
has ever seen in this line, and the comedy is 
worked with the best possible results. Huffman 
makes up in the character of a tramp and 
when he burlesques, vocally, his orchestration, 
he does the only unoriginal thing in his entire 
offering. It is only fair comedy and will im- 


prove the act if it is eliminated. 


THE WEAKER SEX—Dramatic playlet; sec- 
ond in nine-act show; number of people, three; 
two ladies, one gentleman; time, 17 minutes, 
in three, special set; appearance, characteristic, 
good; reception, fair. 


The Weaker Sex is a rather gvod story and 
possibly true to certain channels of life. but 
the youthful authoress, Miss Mildred Considine 
has neglected many opportunities to develop 
the “punch.’” The story is the naked truth 
to a certain degree, but in an effort to shield 
and clothe some of the nakedness, Miss Cun- 
sidine has forfeited some of her best oppor 
tunities The reviewer doubts whether or not 
the authoress really knows the inside life of 
the New York chorus girl and the up-hill 
struggle of the young cemposer, the types of 
which she endeavors to bring out in her little 
pleylet. However, let’s not put all the blame 
for the small success of the act on Miss Co 
sidine’s shoulders. She’s really handicapped bi 
a not too strong cast of players and probably 
if the piece is re-cast it may gu over on the 
family time. 


MATTHEWS AND SHAYNE — Comedians:

CHRISTENSON CHANGES HIS VIEWS.

to create any other censor boards in their home 
towns.

inasmuch as no lawyers were able 
means whereby the present National 
toard could become legalized in this 

contention was a hopeless one, and I 
nuw feel that this censor board bill. as ap- 
proved, is the best way out of the difficulties 
which beset ué. 

I also wish to call the attention of the other 
states to the fact that I am advised the 
8. Government would be unable to enact a law 
creating a national censor board that wvuld be 
legal in the states ontside of the District of 
Columbia. I am further advised that the 
present national censor board has no legal stand 
ing even in its own state. that of New York. 
being simply a self-constituted board of cen 
80rs. 

This proposed Ohio Censor Board Bill 
provision in it for a_ national congress 
sors, and if this bill becomes a law in 
and the other states shonld legalize this 
Censor Roard in their states. it can in 
way become a legal national censor beard, 
headquarters for such a board at such a plac 
as may be selected. Such a congress wonld 
minim'ze the expense to manufacturers and the 
film bnsinese in general, 

Se, if there are any proposed state or citr 
censor hoards In other states, I would advise 
the members of our league to tr¥ to hold such 
proposed measures in abevance until we have 
passed an Ohiv law creating this censor board 
In this war onlv can we seenre harmony of in 
terests and really benefit all concerned, 

The bill has been gotten up with the desire 
to be of benefit to the exhibitors and the en- 


wit! 


tire industry and my earnest hope is that the 
gevernor will appoint to this board substantia! 


business men who are familiar with the film 
business and therefore capable of. censoring 
films when this bill becomes a law.

Notes from the Far East 


Last week we were prevented from reviewing 
M. Henri Lavedan’s new play, Servir, produced 


at the Sarah Bernhardt, exigencies of space 
necessitating the omission. ‘The story of the 
play follows: 

Colonel Eulin is an older soldier of France. 


He is not on the activ list, having forsaken the 
army prior to the time of the rise of the first 


curtain, owing to certain political reasons, He 
is, nevertheless, a dyed-in-the-wool soldier and 
spends his time on self-imposed missions for 
the good of his country. 

The colonel has three sons—or had. One was 
killed while leading a charge against the Arabs 


in Moroceo; another is an officer of Colonials, 
also serving with a regiment in Morocco; the 
third is Lieutenant Pierre Eulin, on duty in the 
French provinees, And it is a clash of opinions 
between the Colonel Eulin and this last named 
son, which makes the play the dramatic—and 
sometimes melodramatic—piece which it cer- 
tainly is. 


In Act I, Pierre makes a confession to his 
mother. Tho an officer in the army and the 
son of a fighting man, he is radically opposed 
to war. He is an anti-militar'st, and bas come 
to despise himself for remaining in a_ false 
position,sa pacificator yet a leader of troops whose 
duty it is to slay. He is an out and out and out 
pacificator just as his father is an out and our 
warrior. He has reacht the stage where he be 
lieves he has a mission in life, and that mission 
is to aid in the cause of international peace. 

In the meantime, engineer that he is, he has 
been experimenting with high explosivs and has 
made a discovery which frightens him, even ter 
rifies him. He has found a brand new explosiv, 
a thimbleful of which is sufficient to blow up 
the biggest battleship in the world. Not only 
is it capable of blowing up such a dreadnaught, 
but this tiny quantity of explosiv would reduce 
Such a craft to atoms. And the nation posses- 
sing the secret of this explosiv would be mis 
tress of the world. No army could withstand an 
attack by another using this new engine of de- 
struct‘on. 


So the young officer is tortured In soul and 
mind. His scientific nature has forced him to 
pursue his researches against his w'll.  Invol 


untarily, so to speak, he has invented a terrible 
thing which would slay an army at one blow 
And he. an advocate of peace, an enemy of war!

dens, Perth. 

Speakin to me of his plans, about six weeks 
ago, he said that apart from the four places 
of amusement named, three New Zealand tours 
have been bookt by him, the first commencing 
in February. He has engaged Cissie Loftus, the 
mimie and impersonator, at a salary of $1,500 
per week; Florence Baines, who is known as 
the girl who set all London laughing and was 
the original Mary Ellen Thompson in Miss Lan- 
cashire, Limited; and Arnold de Biere, known 
as one of the world’s five best magicians. Mr, 
de Biere will receive $725 per week during the 
time he is on the water en route to Australia 
and his tour starts at the conclusion of his en- 
gagement at the London Empire Music Hall. 
McIntosh has also bookt a troupe of Arabian 
balancers and acrobats. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars has already been 
spent remodeling the Melbourne Opera House 
and its Burke street entrance. 

Happy Harry Lauder, who once loved a lassie, 
is bookt for a New Zealand and Australian tour, 
and it is said that he will visit China, Japan 
and the Philippines on his return route. Could 
secure no confirmation of this rumor, however. 

At the King’s Theater in Adelaide, Paul Pe- 
drini, foot balancer, opened after a tour of In- 
dia, Java and the Philippines.

CONDITIONS THAT LEAD TO SUCCESS. 


Since we have found out how successful roller 
skating has been in some of the Australian cities, 
especially Syduey, the past season, we naturally 
wender why skating has not been more advauced 
in European cities than it is at the present time. 
dome of this bas been explained by James C. 
Bandrodt, manager of the Imperial Hyde Park 
Koller Rink at Sydney, N. S. W., who the past 
season made a success of the maguificent rink he 
promoted, after a long study of the conditions 
that existed in that part of the continent. In 
the last letter received from Mr. Bendrodt, he 
bad a few words to say as to the skating situa- 
tion in his country previous to his opening in 
the city of Sydney. In all the chief cities of 
Australia men were operating roller rinks and 
skating was no novelty even in the most remote 
country towns. Indeed Australia has had roller 
rinks for the past 20 years. In the chief cities 
the rinks were quite good and they had enjoyed 


fenomenal patrouage when first opened, The 
usual thing had then happened, the managers 
made no attempt to restrict their patronage to 
good people, their operating methods included 


the spending of little or no money, such essen- 


tials as atmosfere and tone Were entirely over 
ookt and thus thru the ignorance and cupidity 
of the owners, roller rinks rapidly went from 


bad to worse with the consequence that previous 
to the opening of the Imperial, to attend a 
rink was to incur the danger of jeppardiz- 


roller 


ing your socia] standing. This was the situa- 
tion when Mr. Bendrodt announct his intention 


of entering the rinking game with a first-class 
rink catering to good people only. The public and 
press derided the possibility that he could be 
successful and indeed it lookt like a forlorn 
hope. However the company went right ahead 
vith the building in accordance with Mr. Bend- 
rodt’s policy that everything must be of the best 
and no expense spared in the equipping of the 
rink. The consequence was that when they were 
ready to open the rink. it was really one of the 
most beautiful places of its kind that the people 
had ever seen, and Mr. Bendrodt states that, 
leaving the question of size out, the establish- 
ment is asfine as any in existence. Upon opening. 
the rink was at once assailed by the hoodlum 
element in hordes, and, as was expected, the good 
people stayed away. 

Then for three weeks Mr. Benedrodt, 
assistance of his staff and the police, 
the hoodlums and refused them admission until 
they came to know that it was useless to try 
to gain an entrance and stayed away. This left 
them without a patronage, but the usual good 
people who were always anxious to skate provided 


with the

they were properly catered to soon began to 
dribble in, and from that time on they went 
ahead by leaps and bounds until their matin 
trouble was in knowing what to do with the 
enormous crowds. To give our readers some 
dea of the success of the Imperial, I will 


quote one instance that will speak for itself. At 
the first carnival the prices were $2 for spectators 
and $1.25 for skaters. At these prices every 
available pair of skates and every seat in the 
house was sold out the Saturday preceeding the 
night of the carnival, 

Standing room was then advertised at 
one pound ($5.00) a person and several people 
paid the amount. Many who were willing to pay 

50 had to go home without seeing 


$2. the event 
The management gave out over $300 in prizes, 
$350 of which was in cash. The newspapers estt- 
mated that there was over $20,000 worth of 
eostumes on the floor. Manager Joseph w. 
Munch, of the Riverview Skating Palace of 


Milwaukee, Wis., can vouch for this statement, 
as he was a guest of Mr. Bendrodt on the night 
of the carnival. 

Now many of the American 
w anted to go to Australia, and Mr. Bendrodt has 
also given us a few hints about the cond'tions 
for our American skaters. At any rink, except 
the Imperial, where the instructors are the 
highest class men obtainable and are paid from 
20 to 30 dollars per week, the wage is from 
ten to twelve dollars and there is practically 
noth'ng to be made outside of that. The country 
is full of good men from the English r'nks, and 
the competition for even these positions is very 
keen. Then you have to take into consideration 
that there are only five big cities In the whole 


skaters have 


of Australia. There is no big money there for 
racing, and the country offers very little oppor 
tunity for performers as there are ony a few 


rinks that can afford to pay the money. Rut 
for skating and social events, Manager Bend- 
rodt has one of the best paying rinks In exist- 
ence.

A glance was enuf 
for Gunderson, he immediately sent a telegram

An answer was re 
ceived from Manager Jake Diehl. who promised 
to pay Gunderson’s expenses to meet young

By defeating Joseph W. Munch, of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., the best two out of three match 
races at one.mile, Bryant gained the title that 


Munch has held for several years. The first 
race was held at the Riverview Rink, Friday 
night, February 21, and was won by Bryant by 
about four feet, making the mile in 3:07. The 
next race was skated on Saturday night, Feb- 
ruary 22, and Bryant, who fell on the last lap, 
was beaten, Munch skating the mile in 38:05. 


The third and deciding race was skated twenty 
minutes after, and is claimed to be the fastest 
mile ever skated in Riverview Rink, if the time 
was properly caught. The raée was a hard one 
from start to finish, and Bryant just won out. 
His time for the mile was recorded by the timers 
as 2 minutes and 49 seconds. This is the second 
time these skaters have met, the first meeting 
being at the Auditorium Rink, Duluth, Minn., 
last April, when the races were not officiated 
correctly according to some of those who saw 
the race.

It is 
an exciting pastime, as one never knows when

who has lost contro] of his steering gear, and be 
thrown head first into the spectators’ gallery 
Roller skating is usually practiced in some 


thoroly ventilated rink, which is heated by the 
breath of the skaters, thereby compeiling every- 
body to keep in motion or freeze. The average 
rink has plenty of leg room for 200 proficient 
skaters, but looks as small as a bedroom tou 
a wild-eyed, loose-limbed beginner, who bas no 
direct supervision over his feet. When one of 
these animals is turned loose on the floor, he 
senerally succeeds in falling on the back of his 
neck several times in succession, each time tak- 
ing down with him a number of the people whe 
are not given time to decide whetber they wil: 
alight on the left ear or on the bridge of the 
nose. The roller skate is a treacherous article, 
which is harder to stay on than a broncho with 
the stomach-ache. It is attacht to the ball of 
the foot by a tired menial with defectiv eyesight, 
who feels perfectly satisfied if he gets within 
six inches of a fit. Nine-tenths of our surgica) 
operations are the result of roller skates which 
fit like a bathrobe on a mountain goat. If the 
skates are too short, the wearer is liable to tip 
over in front and impale himself on the hard- 
wood floor, after he is sat upon with great 
animation by everybody who can get to him. 
If the skates are too long, the beginner pro 
ceeds to fall over backwards, and allow a long 
procession of pre-occupied skaters to meander 
over his fysique, depriving him of his vest but- 
tons and breath. The roller skating rink is a poor 
piace in which to nourish pride. Many a tall, 
svelte stranger in white flannel pants has in- 
vaded a neighboring rink and endeavored to do 
the eae twist for the benefit of the ladies, 
only to run into a ten-penny nai! and slide feet 
fret into the bandstand on his shirt front, being 
obliged to retire hurriedly to the dressing room 
for repairs. But we must admit that there are 
thousands of people who skate even under these 
conditions, and it may be that roller skating 
wouldn't be such a bad amusement after all if 
some of the managers would look out a little 
more for the comforts of the patrons. The last 
time Mr. Nutt had on a pair of roller skates 
was during the roller craze back in the eighties, 
when old Squire Higsins owned and conducted 
the village rink at Hickory Corners,

It is, however, a fine place to 
break a jump and lay over a week and make 
money, provided you have a not too large show 
and a good repertoire. But if you have a big 
payroll and other heavy expenses, you will be 
fortunate to break even, unless your stay is very 
short. China, Japan, India and the Malay States 
are good countries for tent shows or large cir- 
cuses, India especially, but the Philippines spell 
financial d‘saster. 

Young Buckshot and his wild west specialty 
company are heavily bookt for Australia and 
open there in September. He finishes his work 
on the Or'ental M. P, Company’s moving picture 
theater circuit in Manila the last week of Feb- 
ruary and fills book'ngs in India, Colombo, Malay 
States and Java, before opening in Australia. 
He has had a run of hard luck, leaving the Col. 
Mack Wild West Show in Frisco and joining the 
X X Ranch Wild West Show, which went to 
China and went to pieces there. This show was 
owned by 0. D. Hardy of San Francisco. How- 
ever, he is prospering now.

pensiv propusition, As a result, it is doubtfu! 
if Pittsburg gets many big shows this season, 
altho the Barnum and Bailey had already ar 
ranged to show there two days, May 7 and 8, 
before this ordinance was passed.

pos iiiding of any resort. This is due to the ex 
treme versatility exhibited by the American 
public in its amusement cravings and to the 


likes and dislikes of people in d'fferent loc alities. 


io example, 1 have found that certain amuse- 
me devices, successful to a markt degree in 
some parks, will prove flat failures in parks In 
a i locality. Therefor the park mabager 
of today must study, and know thoroly the com- 
munity from which his park draws its paltronag: 
If ontemplates certa'n improvements and the 
a of new features, let him talk freely 
with his patrous on the subject. Let him get 
the views about his projected changes. In this 
way be will, in all probability, avert many a 
disaster In a word, he must study and study 
dil'ge y and constantly the conditions and the 
environments of his park, bis patrons and thelr 
likes and dislikes 
atest fault 1 have to find with amuse 
rks of today lies in their attractions, 
‘ » to stereotyped and similar to those in 
10 ry Other park in the country. Con 
t y the amusement-loving public is sur 
felted with an overabundance of the same or 
similar attractions, Therefore the greatest 
nee f present-day parks is new and unique de- 
vices, something away from the beaten track. 
Give your park an air of distinctivness and 
individuality Make it different from others you 
have seen and you will surely reap the harvest 


in good cold cash. 


At the same time, do not think that your park 
will advertise itself. It won't Stick to ad 
vertising—good, strong and sensible advertising. 


Keep your park and your plans constantly in the 
minds of the pleasure-seeking public. Tell them 
what you have and then you can count on their 
coming to see your offerings. I have seen the 


best of free attractions criticised as being very 
poor and unattractiv, simply because some tight 
chested manager fa‘led to exploit them before 


the public by judicious advertising. 

I have at all times found good free attractions, 
when properly advertised to be most profitable. 
This is especially true of bands. Some years 


ago I was managing a park in Pennsylvania, 
with a drawing commun'ty of about 60.000 peo- 
pe. It boasted an aggregation of musictans who 
styled themselves an ‘‘orchestra,’’ which would 
have made a great hit in the stock yards or 
some Such Other resort. I appealed to the owner 
of the park who had, of course, hired me with 
the understanding that I was to build his 


; up 
business. I suggested that he import a certain 


band, wh'ch I knew to be of sterling quality. 
at a four months’ contract of $5,000. He im- 


mediately threw a fit but after I had explained 
my purpose he gave me ‘‘ecarte blanche’’ to go 
ahead. To make a long Story shot, that band 
proved such an excellent drawing card, that at 
the end of the season the park owner could not 
renew his contract quickly enuf. All this goes 
to show that good attracions properly advertised 
are bound to pay. 

To conclude with a brief resume, 
to park managers. BE RESOURCEFUL, ORIG- 
INAL, STICK-TO-I-TIV, and DISTINCTIV. Se 
lect unique features. Maintain an excellent qual 
ity in your music. Run good free acts from time 
to time. Above all, ADVERTISE and ADVER- 
1ISE and ADVERTISE.

Were it possible he 
would stop it by legal means, but since he failed 
to take out a copyright in America for his poem, 
he has no legal standing whereupon to base an 
action. 

**All that I can do is to protest.”’ he declared 
to The Billboard. ‘‘The formality of a copy- 
right was overlookt by my agents, so there you 
are.

But the piece can not be produced out- 
side of the United States, for I am protected 
everywhere else. I shall never give the piece 
my approbation.”’

Several of these machines have 
been perfected prior to the Edison machine, 
which is now in use in several New York the 


aters. 
The total number of these machines of 
patent record is in excess of a dozen. The

“Much publicity has lately been given in the 
various papers to a certain talking motion pic 
ture machine recently placed before the publi 
and verr proad claims made on behalf vf the 
manufacturer as the inventor of talking pi 
tures I wish to say a few words te the in 
terested public on this matter in order that th« 
public may be properly informed I will state 
in the first place that I have no intention what 
ever in writing this letter of detracting in any 
way from the reputation of any machine of this 
type. but simply wish the facts ty be properly 
known As most of these interested in motion 
pictures know, there have been several systems 
of talking pictures placed on the market within 
the last few years, the first of which was th 
old Gaumeont Chronofore, which was exhibited at 
the world’s fair at St. Louis, consequentiy it is 
rather late for any newcomer to lay claim to 
talking pictures, The first talking pictures 
were made by recording first the seund and af 
terwards the action so that two operations were 
gecessary and this led to great limitations in the 
character of the subjects, bot as long as five 
years ago, i, e., 1908, the French Ganmont Com 
pany succeeded in making its sound records and 
films simultaneonsly. This improvement may 
be considered a vital factor in the developm: ut 
of the talking motion pictures, as without the 
simultaneous recording of sound and view, tie 
subjects were too limited in character to in 
terest the public. Since 1908 the Gaumont Com 
pany has been working steadily on the problem 
of increasing the distance at which the sound 
could be satisfactorily recorded and two years 
ago they succeeded in recording the sound at 25 
feet. They then immediately began making a 
new series of talking pictures, of sketches and 
plays, some of them a thousand feet long and 
they began the public exhibition of these 18 
months ago at the Paris Hippodre me where they 
are still being exhibited.’
